3) See the complete population of woodside Romanies (some 190+ people) removed and relocated to several different 
new sites in and around close proximity to woodside, (i.e. Sandy Biggleswade and several different villages close by 
and then instead of just Romanies of woodside living in Hatch there will be Romanies living in around six different 
areas on there own sites in stead of one, which will be developed by using tax payers money, that will cost never m ind 
thousands instead (millions to fund which the council will pay for using tax payers money. 

Therefore we the Romanies of woodside ask you the people of Bedfordshire to vote and let us know what you think, 
we as Romanies know the way forward is to let us stay on our own land (which is a past tourer park already) and 
finnish developing our own private site at woodside which will be at the expense of no one but the Romanies 
themselves and follow the proposals what the Government themselves suggested as a way of solving the problem of 
finding and funding sites for the Romanie race of people.
